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e Population projections are produced every 2 years 


e GAD produce projections for the constituent 
countries of the UK 


e Links to household projections 
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Background to Current Method 


GROS produce sub-national projections for 
council and health board areas consistent with 
GAD?’s Scotland level projection 

New Sub-national projections due in December 
Aiter NPP agreement GROS prepare and then 
consult local authorities and others on the 
migration assumptions 


Local scaling factors are used as well as the 
national assumptions for fertility and mortality 
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Migration phase 


Inputs: 
— 2001 Census in and out flows syoa age and sex 
— National Health Service Central Register (NHSCR) — 


moves by syoa and sex for base year and previous two 
years 

— Assumed council and health board migration consistent 
with GADs Scotland migration 


Method: 


— Average NHSCR flows are used to give an age and sex 
distribution to health board moves 


— 2001 Census flows are used to give an age and sex 
structure to council areas 


— Made consistent with assumed flows

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Background: Population and 
Migration Statistics Committee 
(PAMS) 
e September 2003: 


— letter to PAMS members asking for 
suggestions on methodology 


e November 2003: 
— responses summarised for PAMS meeting 


— Decided to form a working group to look at 
the methodology (which has not met yet) 
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PAMS responses 


e How far ahead should we project? 


— Majority were in favour of extending to at least 
20 years 


e Migration Assumptions 


— Most were in favour of exploring a “propensity 
to migrate model’. 
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PAMS responses cont... 


e Sub-national projections for small areas 


— Most did not see the need for small area projections and questioned 
how accurate they would be. Some thought projections for other 
geographies would be more useful e.g. settlements. 


e Variant Projections 


— Most respondents thought that they would be useful for looking at 
scenarios. 


e Local Scaling factors 


— Majority were in favour of reviewing the scaling factors e.g. group 
council areas to increase stability though some thought that 
agreeing on groups would be difficult.
